New claims 74-106 are now at issue and are present for examination. 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 1 1-2-02, paper No. 24, have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of the rejections previously 
applied. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn. 

In view of the new claim 74 and those dependent from claim 74, with added limitations 
to the claimed mannanase, applicants have overcome the previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) and therefore Examiner has withdrawn said rejection.
